JEFFERSON CITY, June 4.— 
The House passed the new 2 per 
cent sales tax bill today, 81 to 23, 
after adopting the report of the 
conference committee settling the 
differences between the House and 
Senate. 

The bill, expected to produce 
about $26,000,000 annually, now 
goes to Gov. Stark, who is certain 
to sign it. The tax increase will 
be effective immediately on signa- 
ture by the Governor. 

On passage, the measure received 
only five votes more than the con- 
stitutional majority of 76 needed 
for adoption. Five Democrats 
joined with 18 Republicans in op- 
posing the measure. They were 
Representatives Iffrig of St. Charles 
County, Moberly of Texas County, 
Taylor of Chariton County, Turley 
of Carter County and Downing of

On Stark’s Program. 

The bill was considered to be one 
of Gov. Stark’s administration 
measures, as in his inaugural ad- 
dress in January he said the sales 
tax would have to be doubled to 
provide new revenues for support 
of the State’s social security pro- 
gram, principally for old-age pen- 
sions. 

The Conference Committee decid- 
ed to retain a Senate amendment 
setting an expiration date for the 
tax so that the use of the sales tax 
as source of revenue would not be 
formally declared a permanent pol- 
icy of the State. The House had 
rejected this amendment. 

As the bill was amended by the 
Senate, the 2 per cent sales tax 
would have expired on May 1, 1939, 
but the conference changed the ex- 
piration date to Dec. 31, 1939. It is 
doubtful, however, whether the 
State will ever be able to drop the 
sales tax as a revenue-producing 
policy, as the social security needs 
will undoubtedly increase’ within 
the next few years with the reduc- 
tion of the old-age pension age 
limit from 75 to 65 years of age, 
necessitating the retention or even 
the increasing of the sales tax rate. 


Exemptions Are Left In. 


As the bill goes to the Governor, 
the exemptions voted by the Senate 
are retained, eliminating the tax on 
advertising, cleaning and dyeing, 
freight transportation, fuel used in 
the manufacture of electricity or 
power ultimately to be sold at re- 
tail, and feed for livestock. 

The bill also requires that the 
sales tax token be made of Mis- 
souri mined zinc to replace the 
present cardboard “milk bottle 
tops.” It also contains a provision 
under which retail merchants who 
collect the tax will be permitted to 


retain 3 per cent of the tax to de- 
fray their expense in connection 
with its collection. 

The measure also carries an 
amendment specifically to protect 
St. Louis in the collection of its 
merchants’ and manufacturers’ tax, 
which the city feared might have 
been prohibited by a provision in 
the bill divesting cities of the 
power to levy a municipal sales 
tax.

BERLIN, June 4. — Helmuth 


Hirsch, technically an American 


citizen although he never lived in 
the United States and described by 
Germany as a “Jew without citizen- 
ship,” was executed by guillotine 
at Ploetzensee prison at dawn to- 
day on a charge of treason. The 
guillotine was recently substituted 
for execution by ax and headsman. 

Hirsch, 21 years old, was sen- 
tenced to death March 20 after a 
trial on charges of treasonable ac- 
tivities in connection with violation 
of the explosives law. 

It was learned on good authority 
that the charges, hitherto presumed 
to have been based on an alleged 
plot to kill Reichsfuehrer Hitler, 
instead were connected with a plot 
to kill Julius Streicher, notorious 
Nazi Jew-baiter. 

A 20-year-old German, Oscar 
Denner, was executed with Hirsch 
on the same charge of high trea- 
son. He had been sentenced to 
death Dec. 12. 


Envoy’s Plea of No Avail. 


The State Department of the 
United States interested itself.in the 
case and instructed Ambassador 
William E. Dodd to inform German 
authorities the man they had ‘con- 
demned to die was an American 
citizen. 

Ambassador Dodd talked to Field 
Marshal August von Mackensen 
yesterday in a final attempt to ob- 
tain a stay of execution until Dr.

Although American. diplomatic 
representatives had been allowed 
to see him several times while he 
'was awaiting execution, none was 
present at dawn today. 

Before he went to his death, 
Hirsch asked for a cup of coffee 
and permission to write four let- 
ters. One of the letters was to his 
parents in Praha. A_ rabbi had 
stayed with him through the night. 

Hirsch had expressed himself as 
resigned to his fate and expecting 
no mercy after his conviction by 
the People’s Court. 


Charges Against Hirsch. 

According to an official state- 
ment, he was convicted of bring- 
ing into Germany two infernal ma- 
chines for criminal purposes “at 
the behest of treacherous elements 
abroad.” Both the machines were 
said to have been seized. 

Authorities suspected Hirsch of 
being a tool of Otto Strasser, the 
leader of the so-called “black front” 
of exiled anti-Nazis, which is 
pledged to overthrow Hitler. Stras- 
ser was deprived of his German 
citizenship soon after Hitler gained 
power, because of his efforts to cir- 
culate subversive propaganda. For 
a time he operated from Greece. 

Hirsch was arrested Dec. 20 on 
his arrival] in Beriin from Praha, 
Czechoslovakia, where his father, 
Siegfried, still lives. 

A dispatch from Praha _ today 
said the elder Hirsch’s hair turned 
white overnight and the executed 
man’s mother had collapsed. 

The dead man’s grandfather, Sol- 
omon Hirsch, was naturalized in 
New York in 1873. Siegfried Hirsch, 
after living in the United States 
eight years, returned to Czecho- 
slovakia where he had been born. 
Helmuth Hirsch was born in Stutt- 
gart, in Southwestern Germany.

Scientists Discuss Possibility 
That Undiscovered Land 
Exists in Area.

MOSCOW, June 4.—The Soviet 
North Pole expedition announced 
today it had found bird life close 
to the pole and that this had led 
its scientists to discuss the pos- 
sibility that undiscovered land ex- 
ists in the vast Polar Sea. 

Members of Dr. Otto J. Schmidt’s 
party, maintaining a 24-hour watch 
at their outpost near the earth’s 
axis, reported sighting a _ guille- 
mot, a black and white sea bird 
which abounds on North Atlantic 
coasts, flying over the camp. 

Discovery of the bird aroused 
speculation among the scientists, 
who had not expected to find either 
birds or animals so near the pole. 
Earlier they had seen a snowbird, 
but then they believed it might 
have been carried to the camp in 
one of the expedition’s planes. 

Continuing storms prevented 

Pliot I. P. Mazuruk, grounded about 
30 miles from the base with a 
planeload of supplies, from joining 
the polar camp. 
A slight fog limited the ceiling to 
984 feet and visibility to one and 
one-quarter to two and one-half 
miles. There was a_ three-point 
Northwest wind and the tempera- 
ture was 26.6 degrees Fahrenheit.

The proposal, made by George 
Dimitrov, secretary-general of the

Duke and Duchess Stop on Way to Austrian’

by Throngs in Italy.

VENICE, Italy, June 4.—Edward, 
Duke of Windsor, and his new 
Duchess, rode down the Grand 
Canal here today to the cheers of 
Venetians. 

They alighted from their special 
car and entered a motor launch 
for the canal ride. They took the 
“between trains” excursion as the 
guests of British Consul, Allen 
Napier, who met them. They had 
three hours until the next train for 
Austria. 

When the train pulled in, Edward 
could be seen in the window, in blue 
and white striped shirtsleeves.

Crowd at Station.

They visited the ducal palace,

U. S. Agent Asks Them for 
Prices on Property Without 
Condemnation. 


Property owners in the 37-block 
riverfront Jefferson Memorial dis- 
trict were invited today to call on 
representatives of the National 
Park Service and submit offers for 
the sale of their land without con- 
demnation suits. John L Nagle, su- 
perintendent of the Memorial proj- 
est for the Park Service, will be in 
charge of such negotiations. His of- 
fice is now in room 216 Buder 
Building, and after July 8 will be 
on the third floor of the old Fed- 
eral Building at Eighth and Olive 
streets. 

Nagle announced today, after a 
conference with city officials in 
Mayor Dickmann’s office, that ev- 
ery effort would be made to pro- 
ceed speedily in clearing the Me- 
morial site, but with the least pos- 
sible annoyance to the _ property 
owners concerned. 

Nagle was asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter how long it 
would take to acquire and clear the 
site, and whether, as the Mayor 
said, the work could be finished by 
next autumn.

American Expert Opens 
Boxes Alfonso Took 
Flight From Spain. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 4.—Charles 
A. Courtney, New York locksmith, 
returned from Europe today, after 
spending four weeks picking the 
locks of six jewel chests owned by 


the Spanish Bourbon family. The 
chests, removed from Madrid when 
King Alfonso fled from Spain in 
1931, had defied the attempts of Eu- 
rope’s leading’ locksmiths tu open 
them. 

Courtney was unable to estimate 
the value of the jewels he saw. “I 
don’t know what they were worth, 
but I know I made enough on the 
trip to buy up a $50,000 collection 
of rare locks and keys from the 
Rothschild family, Count Dillinger 
of Vienna and the heirs of the Em- 
peror Franz Joseph of Austria,” he 
said. 

Courtney said that when the 
Bourbon King was overthrown, the 
Spanish royal family escaped with 
60 chests of jewels and silver. Fif- 
ty-four of the chests were opened, 
but the remaining six thwarted all 
efforts to unlock them until he was 
sent for. 

The New York expert said he was 
confident he could open any lock 
that has ever been designed. “As 
long as a lock can be opened with 
a key, it can be picked open,” he 
said. Lock manufacturers and 
locksmiths have a constant battle. 
As so0on as a new lock appears, it 
is the job of the locksmith to find 
its weakness. The lock manufac- 
turers, however, are still ahead of 
the crooks.”

Edward’s Picture Appears Again 
in English Papers. 

LONDON, June 4. For the 
first time in months, pictures of 
former King Edward appeared yes- 
terday and today in English news- 
papers with the stories of his mar- 
riage yeSterday. 

Only the Times of London, which 
has not published a picture of 
Edward since he ceased to be King 
last December and never printed 
one of his bride, ignored the flood 
of wedding photographs.

“His Royal Highness, the Duke 
of Windsor, was married today to 
Mrs. Wallis Warfiele at the 
Chateau de Cande, Tours. The 
French civil ceremony was followed 
by the marriage ceremony of the 
Church of England. This evening 
the Duke and Duchess Ieft the 
Chateau in their car on their way, 
it is understood, to Austria.”

Court on Béhalf of Judge

JEFFERSON CITY, June 4.—Ar- 
guments for permitting the trials of 
68 persons, most of them precinct 
election officials, charged with 
fraud in the primary election, to 
proceed in the three criminal divi- 
sions of St. Louis Circuit Court, 
were presented to the State Su- 
preme Court today by Judge Frank 
Cc. O'Malley, presiding in one of the 
divisions, and Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller. 

Most of the defendants, precinct 
election officials, are under in- 
dictment on charges of fraud in 
the primary of last Aug. 4, and 
also on charges of fraud in. the 
election of party committee mem- 
bers, held at the same time as the 
primary. The defense lawyers, in 
their attack on the indictments, 
have alleged that party committee- 
men are not public officers, hence 
that the election fraud statutes do 
I not apply to votes cast for commit- 


teemén and committeewomen. 

As to the status of committee- 
men, the suggestions of Judge 
O’Malley and the Circuit Attorney 
state that court decisions have held 
committeemen to be public officers.

ST. LOUIS HOTELS 
SIGN CLOSED SHUP 
AND WAGE PACT 


25 Houses Enter Into 


The contract was a result of an | 


Three-Year | Agreement 
With Five Unions Af- 
filiated With A. F. of L. 


Undesirable wage and working 
conditions in some St. Louis hotels, 


including an arrangement whereby 
some bell boys were said actually 
to have paid without the knowledge 
of the management for the privi- 
lege of working, were ameliorated 
through a three-year closed shop 
agreement signed yesterday by 25 
hotels and five American Federa- 
tien of Labor Unions’ covering 
wages, hours and conditions for ap- 
proximately 4000 employes. Hotel 
managers said the wage adjust- 
ments undoubtedly would result in 
higher charges to guests. 

William M. Brandt, secretary of 
the Central Trades & Labor Union 
and chairman of the union negoti- 
ating committee, pointed out that 
a feature of the agreement was the 
elimination of the “kick-back” to 
department heads. In one “Class 
A” hotel the management paid bell- 
boys 20 cents a day, and the boys 
paid the bell captain 75 cents a 
day for their jobs, depending 
entirely on tips for compensation, 
he asserted. The management 
professed ignorance of the side ar- 
rangement between the employes 
and the bell captain, who was col- 
lecting daily from 18 bellboys, he 
added. The agreement __ specifies 
that any department head who re- 
quires or accepts a “kick-back”’ 
from an employe shall be dis- 
charged. 

Allowance for Tips. 

In fixing salaries for  bellboys 
consideration was given to tip pos- 
sibilities, salaries being agreed on 
as follows: Class A hotels, $15 a 
month; class B, $25 and class C, 


| $40 a month. 


The agreement, which may be 
opened annually for adjustment of 
wages and hours, was worked out 
at eight conferences by committees 
representing the St. Louis Hotel As- 
sociation and the cooks, bartenders, 


waiters, waitresses and miscellane-.| 


ous hotel employes’ local unions 
following a one-day strike, on May 
15, at eight leading hotels. 

Clerks, checkers, cashiers and 


employes of the executive depart-. 


ments are not covered by the con- 
tract, but all: other employes not 
members of one of the five unions 
will be required to join within 10 
days, and all new employes must 
become union members within 15 
days after reporting for work. 
Union leaders said this was the first 
closed shop hotel agreement in the 
United States. 


Wage Increases. 

Wage scales, representing in- 
creases ranging from 10 to 300 per 
cent, will be as follows: Cooks, 
$16 to $49.50 a week; bartenders, 
$30 weekly; waiters, $12.50, and 
waitresses, $10.75. It was explained 
that the salaries of waiters and 
waitresses represented a compro- 
mise between the company offer 
and the union restaurant scale of 
$15 a week for waiters and $12.50 
for waitresses. Union negotiators 
said one hotel had paid waitresses 
$2.90 a week. 

In the miscellaneous group che 
lower paid workers received pay 
adjustments, while those in the 
higher brackets did not. This re- 
sulted in some expression of dis- 
satisfaction at a union meeting held 
Wednesday night at the German 
House to ratify the agreement. 

The work-week for woman em- 
ployes will be 48 hours, in six days, 
and for men 54 hours in six days, 
with time and one-half for over- 
time. Uniforms will be furnished 
and laundered for all employes ex- 
cept male cooks, who preferred to 
furnish their own work clothes. All 
employes of one year’s service will 
receive a week’s annual vacation 
with pay. Employes receiving free 
meals prior to the agreement will 
continue to do so, or be compen- 
sated at the rate of 25 cents a 
meal. 

Effect on Hotel Rates. 

William F. Victor, manager of 
Hotel Lennox and president of the 
St. Louis Hotel Association, esti- 
mated that the wage adjustments 
would increase the operating ex- 
penses of the 25 hotels $50,000 a 
month. 

“This is in addition to voluntary 
wage increases granted by the ho- 
tels to many of their employes dur- 
ing the last year,” he explained. “It 
is inevitable that the increased op- 
erating cost will result in inc.eased 
costs to the public for all services 
furnished by the hotels. Just how 
large the increased charges will be 
can not be determined until the 
new wage scales have been in op- 
eration for a few weéks.”

Paper Shortage a Check. 


The first issue of Pravda, dated |

copies. By 1914 its circulation had

Other papers are not far be-| 


hind. Izvestia, organ of the Soviet 
Government, as distinguished from 
the party, prints 1,600,000 copies 
every day and boasts almost the 
same number of worker and peas- 
ant correspondents scattered over 
the country who send to Pravda 
more than 700 letters and tele- 
grams every day. Where there 
were 859 newspapers in 1913, with 
a total circulation of 2,700,000 
copies, there are now 9250, with a 
daily circulation of 38,000,000.

The publica- 
tion in 1913 of 26,174 titles, with 
86,700,000 copies of books, has been 
dwarfed in 1936 by 43,348 titles, and 
571,000,000 books. Of these, text- 
books alone accounted for 150- 
000,000, children’s books for 30,000,- 
000. The scientific catalogues list- 
ed 8,000,000 copies of technical 
books in 1913, while in 1936 the 
Soviets published more than 168,- 
000,000 

In 1913 49 languages were rec- 
ognized by Russian publishing 
firms. Fifty-two have been added 
in the last two decades. The Soviet 
Union can now boast newspapers 
in 69 languages, with 133,000,000 
books published for Soviet readers 
who no not know the Russian lan- 
guage. Until now matrices for 
non-Russian type fonts have been 
imported, but by July, 1937, the 
type for 19 of the new Latinized 
alphabets for minority languages 
will be designed and cast by Soviet 
foundries.

ATLANTIC AIR BASE 
IN NEWFOUNDLAND 


More Than 400 Men Working 
Day and Night to Complete 
Plane Port.

NEWFOUNDLAND AIRPORT, 
June 4.—More than 400 men are 
working day and night in this once- 
isolated spot 150 miles northwest 
of St. John’s raising a huge trans- 
Atlantic air terminal from the wil- 
derness not far from the spot where 
the first flight across the Atlantic 
started 18 years ago. 

Other workmen are completing 
'accommodations for an additional 
200 laborers as Government and air 
company officers press work on 
what is expected to become one of 
the most important links in trans- 
Atlantic air service. Resident en- 
gineers expect the first flight, an 


June. 

There is much to be done before 
a heavy ocean plane can land here,, 
and engineers predict a strip 200 
yards long will be all that is ready 
by June. When completed the base 
will have four runways, the first a 
mile long and 400 yards wide and 
the others the same length, but only 
half the width. The full project 
will take about two years. 

Bordering the airport is a large 
body of fresh water Known as 
Gander Lake, which will be used 
as a seaplane base. Botwood Field, 
nine miles away, will be an emer- 
gency landing spot.

HEAT FOUND TO HURT CROPS 
MORE THAN LACK OF RAIN 


U. 8S. Meteorologist Cites Figures 
on Iowa Corn Yield, Including 
Drouth of 1886. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, June 4.— Prolonged 
abnormally hot weather rather than 
a deficiency of rainfall was the ma- 
jor cause of crop destruction in the 
North-Central states in recent years, 
Charles D. Reed, meteorologist, 
United States Weather Bureau, Des 
Ia., told the third Dear- 
born conference of the 
Chemurgic Council here this week. 
. “The smallest summer precipita- 
tion for June, July and August in 
Iowa as a whole,” Reed observed, 
“was in 1886. The corn yield that 


'year was reduced to 24 bushels per 
‘acre, but more rainfall in 1894 pro- 
duced 10 bushels less corn per acre 


because temperatures were higher. 
“In 1934, summer precipitation 


averaged 2.08 inches greater than | 
in 1933 in Iowa, yet there was a 


bumper corn crop in 1933 and near- 
ly a corn failure in the southern 
counties in 1934, because of the ex- 
cessive and prolonged heat. Then 
came the calamitous-summer of 
1936, not as dry as 1886 except in 
the west-central counties, where 
the precipitation of the three sum- 
mer months averaged 5.04 inches 
in 1936, or 0.88 inches less than 
in 1886. The heat of July and Au- 
gust, 1936, averaged 81.3 degrees, 
with an average of 25.6 days of 100 
degrees or higher. During the last 
half of July, 1936, the lowa corn 
crop was reduced 235,000,000 bush- 
els to an average yield per acre of 
about 17 bushels.

CORN FOR U. S. IN ARGENTINA 


Obtains Two Crops in Year Instead 
of One to Offset Bad Domes- 
tic Seasons. 


DES MOINES, Ia., June 4.—Next 
year’s hybrid seed corn supply for 
the Corn Belt will include an extra 
crop of “inbreeds” from the Argen- 
tine, 

Officials of a hybrid seed com- 
pany here has reported that the in- 
breeds were grown in the South 
'American corn belt as an emer- 
gency measure to augment the sup- 
ply depleted seriously by the 1934 
and 1936 drouths and the early frost 
of 1935. 

By going to Argentina, the offi- 
cials said, the company was able to 
produce two crops of inbreds in a 
year instead of one, thereby regain- 
ing one of the years lost due to un- 
favorable weather conditions in this 
country. Inbreds are plants self- 
| pollinated for several years, that is, 
pollen from each stalk’s tassel fer- 
| tilizes the embryo grains on the 
Lormete ear. They are crossed with 
‘other strains to produce high-yield- 
ing strains.

OFFERS TO PROVE ALABAMA | 
MOB LYNCHED WRONG NEGRO 


Attorney-General Makes Proposal 
at Sheriff’s Impeachment Trial, 
but It Is Rejected. 

By the Associated Press. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 4.— 
An offer to “prove beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt” that a Henry Coun- 
ty mob “lynched the wrong Negro” 
was made to the Alabama Supreme 
Court today by Attorney-General A. 
A. Carmichael in the impeachment 
trial of Sheriff J. L. Corbitt. 

Chief Justice John C. Anderson 
finally ruled “that testimony is in- 
competent” in showing whether the 
Sheriff was guilty of charges of 
“negligence, grave fault, connivance 
and cowardice.”’ 

“We will be able to’ show,” Car- 
michael said, ‘that popular indigna- 
tion was so great the Sheriff was 
forced to arrest the wrong Negro.” 

Carmichael said the woman al- 
leged to have been attacked placed 
the time of the assault between 
11:15 and 11:30 a..m. Jan. 30. Wes- 
ley Johnson, 20-year-old farmhand, 
was arrested and subsequently 
lynched Feb. 1. 

“We can show that Johnson was 
four miles away at 11:30, and we 
can show it by testimony unim- 
peachable in all Southeast Ala- 
bama,”’ Carmichael said. 


3 ACCUSED OF ATTEMPTING 
TO HELP PRISONER ESCAPE 


Woman and Two Men Charged 
With Aiding Fugitive from 
Governors Island.

NEW YORK, June 4. — Muriel 
Adamini, 32 years old, and two men 
were arrested today and accused of 
attempting to help a military pris- 
oner, Nathan Corn, escape from 
Governors Island.

FIRST OFFICIAL OPINION 
ON BROKERAGE FEE RULE 


Trade Board’s Attorneys Hold Prac- 
tice of Biddle Purchasing Co. 
Is Illegal. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 4. — Fed- 
eral Trade Commission attorneys 
issued today the first official inter- 
pretation of the brokerage fee reg- 
ulation of the Robinson-Patman 
Act. They advised the commission, 
in a brief, that the law, intended to 
eliminate certain types of price dis- 
criminations, prohibits “payment of 
brokerage fees from sellers to buy- 
ers, directly, or indirectly.” 

Under this interpretation, they 
said, the services performed by the 
Biddle Purchasing Co. of New York 
for hundreds of companies, partic- 
ularly food merchants, violates the 
act. Both the interpretation and 
the judgment of the Biddle plan 
will be reviewed by the commission, 
however. 

The brief said persons employing 
the Biddle company as their pur- 
chasing agent pay a monthly charge 
varying from $25 to $50 for. the 
services. In its buying, however, 
the Biddle company receives from 
sellers brokerage fees ranging from 
1 ot 5 per cent of the sales price 
and turns this fee over to the buyer. 
The transfer of the brokerage fee 
to the buyer is the illegal part of 
the plan, the attorneys said. 


HUCKSTER GETS TWO YEARS 
FOR HAVING ILLEGAL LIQUOR 


Harry Repple Pleads Guilty; 
dicted With 11 Others, In- 
cluding His Wife. 

Harry Repple, huckster and for- 
mer professional bondsman, was 
sentenced to two years in Leaven- 
worth penitentiary and fined $400 
by Federal Judge Charles B. Davis 
today on his plea of guilty to three 
indictments charging possession 
and transportation of untaxed 
liquor. 

Repple, indicted with 11 other 
persons, including his wife, plead- 
ed guilty April 28 along with two 
co-defendants, Howard Petters and 
Willie Smith, Negroes. Petters was 
sentenced today to three months in 
jail and Smith, who has been in jail 
several months awaiting trial, 
one day in jail. 

The other defendants all have 
pleaded not guilty nad their trials 
are set for the September term of 
court. Another man indicted with 
Repple was George Diehl, East St. 
Louis detective who specialized in 
arresting bootleggers. Diehl has 
asserted the charges against him 
are unfounded.

To Brazil; She Tells About 


Trip Over Venezuelan Jungle 


Round-the-World Aviatrix Lands at Fortaleza 


After Traveling 1300 Miles Nonstop 
From Paramaribo. 


By the Associated Press. 
FORTALEZA, Brazil, June 4. — 
Amelia Earhart landed at this 
northeast Brazil seaport today at 
4:31 p. m. (1:31 p. m. St. Louis 
time), after a flight from Paramari- 
bo, Dutch Guiana, on another leg 
of her trip around the world. She 
had flown about 1300 miles since 
her takeoff at 5:10 a. m., but was 
300 miles short of her previously

miles, which time included dodg- 
ing squalls and flying low. I can- 
not make .ast time at a low alti- 
tude, other conditions being the 
same, for it is too hard on the 
engines to open the throttles wide 
when near the ground, except mo- 
mentarily on a take-off.

Women carrying baskets 
of fruit on their heads came to the 
car when we stopped. For part 
of the way the road ran beside 
part of a canal. Burma cattle, 
burros, bicycles, a fleet of boats, 
and, now and then, automobiles

100 Americans Serving 
In Spanish Hospital Units 


One Group Is Installed in Former Summer 
Palace of Ex-King—Volunteers Range From 
Stretcher Bearers to Surgical Specialists. 


By the Associated Press. 

TARRANCON, Spain, June 4.— 
Upwards of 100 Americans are 
working today behind the Spanish 
Government’s front lines to save the 


lives of wounded soldiers, 

In the majority of cases, the 
American hospital forces send the 
soldiers back to fight “as good as 
new,” said Mildred Rackly of Taos, 
N. M., chief administrative assist- 
ant of Dr. Edward Barsky of New 
York, head of the American Medi- 
cal Mission. 

The Americans under Dr. Barsky 
come from many sections of the 
United States. Stretcher bearers 
from the sidewalks of New York 
take orders from a western ranch 
girl who left a deer hunt to come 
to Spain. When work stops at the 
base hospital near here, a San 
Franciscan strums a guitar in the 
courtyard and a man who left sur- 
gical practice in Chicago plays ta- 
ble tennis with a Negro girl nurse 
from Akron, O. 

Four Groups at Work. 

The mission at present is divided 
into four district groups with a 
fifth forming a base hospital which 
has been installed in one of the 
summer palaces of former King 
Alfonso, in the hfils a few miles 
from here and a three-hour drive 
from Madrid. Dr. Donald Pitts has 
just relieved Dr. Abraham Ettle- 
son as its head. Dr. Ettleson, a Chi- 
cago brain specialist, shortly will 
set up a neurological hospital in 
the south of Spain. 

Across the valley, in another for- 
mer abode of royalty, a second 
group takes charge of convalescents 
released from the base hospital. 


The Americans in these hospitals 
asked this writer not to specify 
their exact locations because “the 
Fascists tried three times to bomb 
us.” 

Just behind the Jarama frant, 
southeast of Madrid, a third group, 
known as the evacuation unit, ad- 
ministers first aid to men carried 
from the battlefields. A few hours 
later, these are transported in 
American ambulances to the base 
hospital. 

Has Mobile Operating Unit. 

Dr. Barsky himself, accompanied 
by three nurses and six stretcher 
bearers, is on the Cordoba front 
doing surgical work in an operat- 
ing room on wheels which was 
built in France. 

In addition to all these divisions, 


_ there is a roving dental ambulance. 
| Dr. Jed Klein of New York travels 


about with it, tending the teeth 
of Government troops. When Dr. 
Klein gets a case of jaw injury, 
he sends the patient back to a 
dental laboratory at the base hospi- 
tal where Dr. John J. Posner and 
an assistant perform the surgical 
operations. A maker of dental 
plates is en route to join Dr. Pos- 
ner’s staff. 

Each hospital has a small fleet 
of ambulances, trucks and automo- 
biles. 

The doctors attached to the sur- 
gery on wheels now on the Cordoba 
front are Alan Sorrell and Philip 
Goland of New York and Jaime

The nurses are Helen Freeman of 
Brooklyn, Rebecca Schuman and 
Fanny Golub of New York, and 
Bertha Kipniss, Harold Fiect and 
George Moser.

CUBA'S PETROLEUM RESERVES 


Senator Casanova Tells Ochavel 
in Havana Country Has Great 
Oil Possibilities.

HAVANA, June 4.—Cuba has sub- 
soil petroleum reserves sufficient to 
make it one of the most prosperous 
countries in the new world, accord- 
ing to an announcement here last 
night by Senator Jose Manuel Casa- 
nova, multi-millionaire Cuban econ- 
omist, who introduced a bill in Con- 
gress “designed to nationalize this 
island’s oil production on lines simi- 
lar to other American nations.” 

He said that not only in one 
section but nearly everywhere in 
six Cuban provinces geologists had 
found signs of petroleum. At the 
Motembo oil field, in Santa Clara 
province, he said there was pure 
naphtha and Oriente, Havana and 
Camaguey provinces also were 
known to hold oil. 

“My bill is designed to make 
this great industry Cuba’s own,” 
said Casanova, adding, quickly: 
“But it is not directed against for- 
eigners interested in assisting in 
development. We need United 
States capital particularly, and my 
bill assures it full protection.” He 
said Col. Fulgencio Batista, chief 
of the army, favored the project.

Philip Murray, However, 
Says Walkout Won’t Be 
Ended Until Agreement 
Is Signed.

YOUNGSTOWN, O., June 4.— 


Philip Murray, leader of the C I O 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Commit- 
tee, which is directing the strike of 
steel workers in seven states, went 
to Columbus today to confer with 
Gov. Davey, but, he said, “I’m not 
going to settle this strike until Tom 
Girdler, signs an agreement.” 
Girdler, 60-year-old chairman of 
Republic Steel Corporation, the 
only one of three concerns attempt- 
ing to operate in the face of picket 


lines, was Murray’s target at a 
strikers’ mass meeting last night in 


Warren, O. 

“IT regard Tom Girdler, due to his 
attitude in this situation, as a 
greater menace to American insti- 
tutions than any Communist that 
ever existed,” he said*® “If Tom 
Girdler should lick you in this fight, 
God help you and God help your 
dependents.” 

He said a Republic statement that 
“more than 21,000 of our employes 
are working at their regular jobs 
in, various Republic plants” was 
“unadulterated lies” and _ insisted 
the number was far under 10,000. 

“Approximately 50 per cent of 
them are gunmen,” he said. “Gun- 
men don’t produce steel. They’re 
there to carry steel.” 

Declaring that Girdler “wasn’t a 
steel man—he was chief of the 
police force at Jones & Laughlin 
before he was dragged by the boot- 
straps to be president of Republic,” 
the S W O C leader added: “I’m 
here to tell Tom that he’s not going 
to get much more ore.”

Appoint Commissioners 
Who Will Give ‘Honest 
Elections’: He Says.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 4.— 
Gov. Stark said today that he. did 
not think that passage of the Kan- 
sas City permanent registration 
bill made it urgent on him to ap- 


point immediately a new Board of 
Election Commissioners for that 
city. 

He said he had not yet consid- 
ered who might be selected to serve 
but that he was going to appoint 
“four gentlemen who would give 
Kansas City honest elections.” He 
said he would do all in his power 
to insure honest elections in Kan- 
sas City, and in the State as a 
whole. 

Failure of Stark to name the 
Kansas City Election Board has 
been construed by many legislative 
observers as a maneuver by the 
Governor to prevent the rejection 
of his appointees by the State Sen- 
ate. If he delays naming the new 
board until after adjournment, the 
appointments will not be subject to 
confirmation by the Senate until 
the next session of the Legislature 
in 1939. By that time the Gover- 
nor’s board will have supervised 
the city’s local elections and the 
1938 general State primary and 
election. 

Stark has repeatedly said that 
there was no immediate need of ap- 
pointing the Kansas City board be- 
cause the board would not have to 
serve until next February when 
the city primary election will be 
held. He explained he had post- 
poned action on that matter be- 
cause he had other more pressing 
— before him for considera- 

ion. 

The Kansas City permanent 
registration measure, which has 
been passed by the Legislature, will 
not become effective until 90 days 
after adjournment of the assembly 
—or about Sept. 8—if the Governor 
signs the bill. In addition, the 
bill does not require the immediate 
appointment of the board until 60 
days after its effective date. Howe 
ever the measure contains no pro- 
vision which would prevent’ the 
present Kansas City Election 
Board from continuing in office in 
event the Governor should fail to 
name a new board.

3. Where, due to a great amount of ill- 
ness or other misfortune, the family has 
fallen into debt, with nothing to show for 
it, and the wife works temporarily until 
they are above water. 


On the other hand, there seem to be a 


great number of cases where both man 
and wife are holding down jobs under cir- 
cumstances which make them an extreme- 
ly undesirable element. These are the 
cases where they have a good start in 
life. The husband is earning enough to 
earry on, but, nevertheless, both husband 
and wife continue to hang onto their 
jobs year in and year out and nurse an 
ever-mounting bank account or purchase 
luxuries, or both. From a personal view- 
point, it is certainly a woman’s own af- 
fair to consider pounding a typewriter as 
a finer “career” than motherhood, or a 
fur coat, a car and a swelling bank ac- 


count as much more to be desired than a) 


family. It is also their personal business 
. if they wish to consider marriage as noth- 
ing more than an arrangement for sexual 
license and pooling pay checks. 
However, with married men, responsible 
for supporting families, unemployed; with 
self-dependent single women unemployed 
or denied merited advancement to a job 
held by a married woman; with a rising 
younger generation who have a right to 


start in life striving for that start—we_ 


have a serious problem for society. It 
can be met, to a considerable extent, by 
giving jobs to those who need them most. 

As a starter, employers might well fire

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PASS A FOOL-PROOF PHARMACY LAW! 

It would be desirable to have a thorough legisla- 
‘tive inquiry into the pharmacy-license situation in 
' Missouri, in addition to the investigation now being 
conducted by the State Board af Pharmacy. There 
| would be some duplication, it is true, but among the 
charges are some against the board. Certainly the 
'board should not be put in the position of investigat- 
|ing itself, nor should the opportunity be given for 
|assertions that whitewash is being applied. 
| In view of the shortness of the time remaining be- 
fore adjournment of the Legislature, however, it 
would doubtless be more practical to call off the 
House Public Health Committee’s inquiry, as its chair- 
man, Representative Asotsky of Kansas City, recom- 
mends. The charges of cheating and other irregu- 
larities in the examinations are grave enough, but 
the all-important objective at this moment is enact- 
ment of proper legislation to protect the public 
health and the profession’s standards from the dan- 
gers of both the present ineffective law and the even 
more vicious provision now pending. 
The House committee, at the hearing Wednesday 
night, heard students tell of the widespread cribbing 
at the recent examination of applicants for licenses. 
| The accumulating evidence clearly calls for re- 


circumstances, and fer careful scrutiny of the quali- 
‘fications of pharmacists admitted to practice in re- 
| cent years. Those matters, in view of the short time 
| remaining, can be handled later, as the facts in each 
case warrant. 

Meanwhi'te, Mr. Asotsky and his colleagues on the 
Health Committee should be given an opportunity to 
extend their utmost efforts to obtain passage of 
proper legislation. Under the present law, Missouri 
is one of three states that issue licenses to persons 
who have not been graduated from a recognized 
school or college of pharmacy, thus opening the com- 
pounding of medicines to obvious incompetents. A 
bill to establish the educational requirement has been 
passed by the House, but it contains a provision for 
licensing persons without such training if they, have 
had 10 years’ experience in a drug store. This would 
make the situation even worse. 

Whatever the decision on further inquiry, it is im- 
perative that before the Legislature adjourns a law 
be passed setting up adequate standards for pharma- 
cists. Otherwise, the lives and health of Missourians 
will be jeopardized by the unqualified persons who 
will be entitled to prepare medicines.

'M a “cream-puff” pioneer—so designated 
Jos one of the reporters sent up here to 

“get the facts” about this Government- 
financed farm colony in the Matanuska Val- 
ley. Since May, 1935, when Uncle Sam trans- 
ported our little band to this Alaska scene, 
others have dubbed us modern pilgrims, he- 
roic colonists, noble martyrs. Also, loafers, 
parasites and bums. But let the first soft 
impeachment stand. For, while our colony 
life is certainly no bed of roses, neither is it 
pioneering in the traditional sense. 

When my husband, Victor, and I first set 
foot on our 40-acre tract, it was a wilder- 
ness of birch and spruce. Today, 16 months 
later, eight of the 40 acres are cleared and 
in production, Our comfortably-furnished 
cottage overlooks an excellent graveled road 
which connects us with the 170 other tracts 
of fellow-colonists scattered about this 100 
square miles of valley. 

The tight log walls of our barn and our 
chicken house, built after the Government’s 
modern plans, keep their occupants warm 
without stoves, even in the coldest weather. 
Our well is good. We have all the creatures 
we can feed from this year’s harvest. 

We have reaped our first harvest, con- 
sisting of hay and potatoes—the latter a 
yield of 25 sacks for every sack planted in 
new-turned, unfertilized soil. Our vegetable 
garden produced a surplus which we sold.

Tourists are always saying, “Pretty soft 
for you colonists—having Uncle Sam footing 
all your expenses and giving you 30 years 
to pay your debt.” Soft it would be, were 
Vic and I to sit down and hire our work 
done, without regard to expenses. But each 
of us has averaged 14 hours’ labor a day 
in order to keep our debt down to the lowest 
possible figure. 

Vic did all his own slashing and tree-cut- 
ting. He did not employ Government car- 
penters to build our house. Instead, he and 
three other colonist neighbors pooled their 
labor and erected four dwellings, each sav- 
ing about $600. 

I nailed the paneling on our six rooms 
and did all the interior painting, papering 
and varnishing. At the same time, to earn 
some ready money, I did clerical work for 
others and carried on my home work—sew- 
ing, canning, cleaning, washing, chicken- 
raising and cooking for boarders. 

Contrary to a widespread misconception, 
that aid is not donated by Uncle Sam. We 
contracted to pay—with interest. We shall 
do it. If sourdough farmers in the valley, 
unaided, can put their homesteads on a pay- 
ing basis in 20 years, we cream-puff col- 
onists, with Government aid, can do the 
same for our tracts in one-fifth that time. 

Vic and I have begun to diminish the debt 
we owe Uncle Sam. That debt, to date, ex- 
clusive of the price we shall eventually pay 
for our land, is $1700. Nine other colonists 
also have declared themselves independent. 

Now for the other side of the story: Out 
of the 200 families sent up here, 50 have gone 
back to the States. Why? “Unfit” sums 
it up as well as one word can. 

Specifically: One man couldn't bring him- 
self to associate with his neighbors. An- 


| 


other, having bought on credit a rifle for 
himself, one for his wife and une for each 
of his youngsters, demanded an additional 
bear gun. When the soulless corporation de- 
nied him a fifth. gun on credit, he flew into 
a rage, abandoned a comfortable home, 40 
acres, a flock of chickens, a team of horses, 
three cows and a paying milk route and left, 
cursing. 

Not all who left the colony, however, are 
quitters. Some returned reluctantly on ac- 
count of diseases, which included tubercu- 
losis, angina pectoris and other serious mal- 
adies. One man had a wooden leg. How 
these persons, obviously unfit in the first 
place, were ever passed by the inspection 
boards of their respective states will always 
remain a mystery.

Vic and I were living in Harshaw, Wis., 
when we put in our application. When 
word came that we might sign a contract, we 
plunged joyously into packing the 2000 
pounds of household goods we were permit- 
ted to take. My selection was a sewing 
machine, bedding, two stoves, kitchen uten- 
sils and my pressure cooker for canning. 

On the arrival of our steamer, the St. 
Mihiel, at Seward, Alaska, Vic eyed the 
mountains without enthusiasm. “Magnificent 
scenery, but no soil,” he muttered dubiously. 
“We can’t farm an Alpine view.” His face 
grew longer as our train carried us toward 
Palmer, our destination, 160 miles inland. 

It wasn’t until we passed Anchorage that 
he brightened. There, ahead, lay the great 
Matanuska Valley dreaming in the sun. 
When the plowed acres of early settlers 
came into view, I could scarcely keep that 
farmer of mine in his seat. He did escape 
me finally when the train slowed down: 
but a moment later, he rushed back into the 
coach, his face radiant, a gob of moist earth 
in his outstretched hands. 

“Look!” he shouted. “Black loam! Rich! 
Gosh-a-mighty, honey, this soil will grow 
anything!”

When we left the States, we understood 
our hardships would include isolation and 
loneliness. That was a mistake. Winter 
nights are filled with parties, dances, pic- 
ture shows and an occasional prizefight. 

The arctic cold? It was 40 above on 
Christmas day, with little snow. The lowest 
temperature recorded was 17 below, and that 
only for a short time. In Wisconsin that 
same week, according to my mother’s letters, 
it was 45 below, with a blizzard raging. 

All summer, tourists arrived here, 200 and 
300 at a time. The high point of interest 
for tourists was the maternity ward in our 
30-bed modefn hospital. The Matanuska 
baby crop has exceeded expectations, Over 
65 of the 200 colonist wives were in line for 
a blessed event when they got here, and ever 
since babies have arrived on the average of 
five a month. 

We, and many of our colonist neighbors, 
feel we are the most fortunate people under 
the Stars and Stripes. We work hard. pri- 
marily for ourselves, of course, but we be- 
lieve our farm development will eventually 
benefit the whole of Alaska. :

to that country in the same period of time, 
is good news indeed. 

The totals are impressive, even in these 
days when we are accustomed to thinking

000,000 of exports.

SOCIALISTS FILE PROTESTS

Leaders Say Workers of Minor 
Parties Would Be Barred 
From Polls. 


A protest against a section of the 
bill for permanent registration of 


voters in St. Louis, which would 
limit watchers and challengers at 
the polls to the two major parties, 
was lodged with Gov. Stark at Jef- 
ferson City yesterday by represent- 
atives of the Socialist party and 
the Civil Liberties Union. This sec- 
tion would eliminate from the polls 
workers of not only the Socialist 
and other minor parties, but those 
advocating or opposing bond issues 
and other propositions.

Balanced Diet 
Requires Use 
Of Basic Foods 


Many Substitutes Available 
for Persons Who Dont 
Eat Meat.

O MATTER how true the re- 
mark of old Robert Burton that 
every man should be a law unto 
himself about diets, he must in- 
clude certain fundamental basic 
things in order to eat a balanced 
diet. These are meats, dairy prod- 
ucts, breadstuffs, vegetables, 
fruits, sugar and sugary foods, fat 
and fatty foods, and such miscel- 
laneous foods as condiments, soups 
and beverages. 

However, it is not necessary for 
him to take exactly the same 
amount of each as his neighbor 
does, nor the same form of each. 
There are substitutes for many of 
these things. For instance, in the 
realm of meat there are a great 
many things that could be substi- 
tuted for those who are afraid of 
meat, or who have been told they 
should not eat it. 

Anglo-Saxon people and people 
of Northern Europe, particularly, 
are very fond of meat. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it occupies a high posi- 
tion in the diet of most people. 
Different kinds of meat, however, 
differ very little in composition. 
Almost all meats contain a certain 
amount of fat; even lean meat con- 
tains 18 per cent. Meats are all 
good sources of phosphorus and 


ers, although muscle meats are 
not as good blood builders as or- 
gans, such as liver and kidneys. 
The amount of meat that is eat- 
en by the average person depends 
very largely on his financial condi- 
tion, for it is the most expensive 
of all foods. 

It is possible, however, to live 
without meats by using substi- 
tutes. Such a meat substitute list 
is given by Dr. Lewis R. Wohlberg 
as follows: Cottage cheese, eggs, 
buttermilk, koumyss, whole milk, 
skim milk, sour milk. 

People in the Near East eat very 
little meat, but they use a, great 
deal of nuts, wheat and rice. Nuts 
and leguminous vegetables, such 
as beans and peas, are good substi- 
tutes for meat, and are the cheap- 
est source of protein. 

= x 

R. WOHLBERG says: “While 

the proteins of nuts and soy 

beans are (fairly adequate 
though not nearly as efficient as 
the proteins of milk, eggs and 
flesh), the proteins of dry peas 
and beans (navy, kidney, lima, 
frijoles) are of much lower biologie 
value. Canning does not material- 
ly alter legumes such as peas and 
beans. Legumes are good sources 
of phosphorus and iron, but poor 
sources of calcium, sodium and 
chlorine. Vitamin B is supplied in 
good quantity, especially by navy, 
kidney and soy beans; however, 
vitamins A and C are either low 
or lacking. 

“Legumes and nuts may there 
fore be used as sources of protein in 
the diet, but it is necessary to con- 
sume, in addition, milk or meat in 
order to supplement the deficiencies 
of the protein. 

“Eggs are an extremely nutri- 
tious element of the diet, helping to 
build blood, muscle and bone. The 
yolk of the egg is richer in protec- 
tive materials than the white. The 
minerals supplied by eggs are phos- 
phorus, iron, sulphur and some 
calcium. Essential substances sup- 
plied are vitamins A, B-1, B-2 and 
D. The protein is of the highest 
quality and the fat easily assimilat- 
ed. Eggs rank with milk as the 
most perfectly balanced of foods. 
Eggs may replace milk in the diet 
where a specific sensitivity to milk 
exists. Because of the high qual- 
ity of eggs as a food, they are fre- 
quently used in the diet of mal- 
nourished individuals or those suf- 
fering from a chronic debilitating 
illness.”
